Rome--Pope Benedict's mortal re- 


mains were interred Thursday in the 
vault'of St. Peter's.

With ceremonies unforgettable for 


picturesqueness and solemnity, the 
. body was placed in its casket and 


borne to the sarcophagus. 


Only cardinals of the church, 
at- 


tending clergy, members of the diplo- 
matic corps and representatives of 
the Roman nobility viewed the im- 


. pressive rites. 
- 
Starting-at 3 p. m.- the 
services 


were finished an hour later.- A vast 
throng stood outside the cathedral 
during the ceremony. 


.ARRIVE WITH CANDLES 
The burial service was begun when 


the cardinals of the sacred college, 
each carrying a lighted candle, began 
arriving . by interior 
corridors 
and 


stairways from the Sistine chapel in 
. the adjoining Vatican. 
They 
were 


escorted..by the patriarchs and heads 
of the religious orders, and took their 
seats in the sacrament chapel where 


• the. body of-Pope Benedict was still 


lying in state. 


'. Then there arrived from the sac- 
risty of St. Peter's where it had 
formed, the procession of the. canons 
singing the Miserere. 
In the chapel'three separate groups 


were formed by the relatives, personal 


i servants and domestic prelates of the 
' late pontiff. The Swiss guards- were 


massed in the background, /while tlia 
noble and palatine 
guards 
were 


grouped closely about the bier. 


PLACED IN CASKET 


The pope's private chaplains 
and 


' secretaries advanced toward the bier, 
knelt and then slowly lifted the. body 
of the pontiff , and placed .it in at 
wooden;.conin lined •tfith white silk.. 


-:iCa'rdinal Merry Del Val. -as arch 
•priest of the basilica of .St. .Peter's, 


descended from tiie altar with all of 
his assistants. and took ' his place in 


•" front of the coffin. 
The bier, borne by the four .private 


chaplains-of the pope, was surrounded 
bya/detdchment of the noble guards 
white the canons of St. Peter acted 
as an escort of honor to the sacred 


. college. ' 
Slowly as the bier moved out from 
the "sacrament chapel into the main 
body of the basilica, the members of 
the.' sacred college fell into line. two 
by two, then the 
members of the 


pope's family all dressed in' deepest 


• mourning and 
finally priests and 


clergy.

CHOIR SINGS- 
The procession moved 
slowly,, to 


the singing of the Sistine choir, ac- 
companied by the huge organs'of St. 
Peter'K. The spectacle was seen in 
its full grandeur when after crossing 
from tho right to the left nave of the 
basilica, it swung under ' the great 
central nave halting for a few secorids 
in front of the bronze statue of St. 
Peter and next in front o£ the con- 
'fcssional where the statue of Pope 
Clement XIII kneels in the act of 
prayer.

The procession then moved toward 


the entrance to tlie vault, the choir 


"'beginning tho anthem, In Paradisum. 


One"by one the highest dignitaries of 
the church in their pontifical robes 
gave absolution. The anthem Ingrc- 
dior was then sung, after which .Car- 
dinal Merry Del Val-gave the body of 
the pontiff final absolution. 


The four priyate chaplains placed 


the plain 
wooden 
coffin in one of 
cypress. Then three bags containing 
the gold, silver and bronze 
inedals 


struck during Pope Benedict's reign 


' and a parchment containing a brief 


history of the reign, were placed in 
the casket. A white veil was spread 
over the pontiff's face, and the body 
was covered with a red silken shroud. 
The coffin lid was then nailed find 
over each nail was affixed the seal of 
the maggiordomo and the archpriest 
of the Vatican. The casket of cypress 
was placed in one of zinc, which in 
turn was enclosed in a chest.nut case 
and amid the chanting of the choir 
deposited in the temporary sarcopha- 
gus.

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STREET RAILWAY VS. THE JITNEY 


The city of Kenosha Tuesday had the 


good judgment to vote, out a misfit city 
government of fifty years standing and 
obsolescence and replace it with a -city 
manager. 
In addition, by a vote of 


2,000 majority, it adopted an ordinance 
•which practically bars jitney busses from 
the public streets. Two Michigan cities, 
Battle Creek and Muskegon, voted four 
to one in preference of street cars after 
experience with jitney service. In Des- 
Moines, Iowa, where competition, of the 
jitneys forced the street care to discontin- 
ue operation, the people voted two -to one 
for the street car*as against the jitney. In 
Saginaw, Michigan, where no street cars 
have been running for the last six months 
the people are sick of the jitney service 
and there is an urgent public demand for 
some solution of the problem to permit the 
traction company to resume service. 


During the year 1921, sixteen trac- 


tion companies in" the country went into 
receivership. In the last three years ap- 
proximately one hundred traction, com- 
panies were forced into insolvency. Th'e 
street railway problem has become acute- 
ly, serious in practically every city in the 
country of less than 100.000 population. 
The automobile and the jitney have played 
havoc with street railway investments 
and have put an almost complete stop to 
improvements and extensions. In most 
cities the jitney adds nothing 'to the ser- 
vice already rendered by the traction 
com- 


pany, but. is merely a duplication^ and 
therefore wasteful competition. The time 
is near at1 hand when cities must make 
a definite choice between-Street railway 
facilities and jitney service. 'They cannot 
have both. 
V 


The city of Appleton is fortunate in 


having a public service company which 
renders excellent service and is disposed 
to keep its service abreast of the -city's 
needs if given reasonable encouragement 
and cooperation; this in spite of the fact 
that capital has almost completely with- 
drawn its support from traction utilities 
in smaller cities as an unattractive and 
dangerous risk. If the city of Appleton 
expects the traction company to render 
adequate service and to provide addition- 
al facilities as the city grows, it should 
take measures to place the jitney busses 
under regulation, impose upon them some 
of. the burdens the traction company has 
to assume, and remove them so far as pos- 
sible as a direct competitor of the street 
railway. 
Appleton will be far ahead in 


the long run if it sticks to street railway 
service and cooperates with thr company 
already established here in the expansion 
and profitable operation of its system. 


DECIDING WHERE TO BUY 


The success of a business depends on 


its ability to analyze the mental opera- 
tions of the public, and to determine how 
people decide as to where they shall buy 
goods. The merchants who read the 
pub- 


lic mind most accurately get the business. 


"When one finds that he nc^ds some- 


thing, the question comes up where that 
article should xbe bought. From some 
source back in the mind the suggestion 
comes that such and such a place would be 
a good store to visit for that purpose. 
Whence comes that suggestion? 


In the majority of cases, it is created 


by the store that has made the most effort 
to impress its reputation on the public 
mind. People remember the things they 
hear about constantly, and they forget 
other things that arc rarely called to their 
attention. The advertised store conforms 
^to the laws of psychology, by constantly 


calling public attention to its enterprises, 
its goods, its methods, its prices, and the 
advantages of trading with it. 
Conse- 


quently the inner consciousur-ss, when 
asked what or where a person should buy, 
is apt to respond by suggesting certain 
advertised goods. 


It is of course true that while a store 


by advertising can always draw in a lot, 
«£ new lead?, ,u Cannot keep it unless it 


really does give good values. 
But ad- 


vertising helps a store d<» that, notably in 
these two ways. 


1. Advertising encourages merchants 


to handle big lots when such are offered 
to them at low ligures. They know that 
by appealing to the public by advertising, 
they can swing these big lots and turn 
them into money in a short time. Thus 
buying in a large way and taking advau- v 


tage of special opportunities, they are .able 
to offer special values. 


2. 
Advertising increases volume of 


trade, thus'reducing the operating and 
overhead expense per article, making it 
possible to cut prices to the public. The 
advertised store buys and operates at low 
figures, and eau thus make low prices. 


FINANCIAL FACILITIES FOR THE 


FARMER 


In such an important economic ques- 


tion as the financial requirements of the 
fanner there can ultimately be no savor 
of polities. The question must be settled 
along practical lines. President Harding 
denned the farmer's mony-problems con- 
cisely and fairly in his address a't the open- " 
ing of the National Agricultural confer- 
ence in "Washington.

The farmer is. as the president rightly . 


said, a business man, and for his business 
the farmer needs facilities comparable to 
those provided for other lines of com- 
merce. 
In effect, this is exactly the 


point of view that the farmer and the 
general public should have. Agriculture 
must be regarded as a business, as that 
is what-it is. 
• 


Like the manufacturer, the farmer must 


have mometary facilities of two kinds. 
Capital is required for farm investment, 
just as capital is required for investment * 
in factory buildings and grounds. This cap- 
ital is not a liquid asset, and, as is quite 
obvious, it cannot be had from any com- 
mercial bank. In addition, however, the 
fanner must be able to borrow working 
capital, and it is this capital which must 
be in the form of a liquid asset, as it would 
not be good business for a bank to assume 
farm risk, any more than it would be reas- 
onable for a bank to assume a mercantile 
or commercial' risk. 


One strong point was made by Presi- 


dent Harding. JHe remarked 'that the/ 
farmer has not been the only loselr in busi- 
ness. The manufacturer and the merchant 
have been losers, as well as the farmer. 
This is an idea that the fanner should 
take seriously, for it will give him the 
right point of view concerning business in 
general. 
The farmer's problems can be 


worked out. and will be. It is necessary, 
however, that they should be solved along 
sound lines, and not by makeshift. Finan- 
cial principles must be recognized and fol- 
lowed. 
This conclusion applies to the 


manufacturer and merchant, too, for, it 
should be borne iu mind, the most serious 
business hazard is the ability to borrow 
money on too" easy terms or by unsound 
methods.

NATURE BEARS WATCHING 


Nature is a very good surgeon if you 
keep 


sharp eye on him. Without close watching, na- 
ture is not concerne* at all wether the victim 
of a wound or injury comes' out with some de- 
formity only so the wound is healed. 
The best 


surgeon is he who lets nature do~jnost of the work 
but watches every minute and restrains or guides 
him when the patient's interests demand it. 


Now take proud flesh. 
Proud flesh is one oC 


nature's proudest achievements and it never does 
the patient one bit of good. 
Proud flesh is, in 


medical verbagc, exuberant grai ulation tissue. All 
healing or replacement of destroyed or lost 
tissue 


is done by scaffolding. 
Granulation tissue is that 


soft red, velvety, granular looking raw surface, 
as of a burn or other ulcer when it is in proper 
condition to be covered by the skin- It is made 
up of little tufts of new blood vessels cemented 
and filled in with tender new connective tissue. 
It amounts to a. kind of scaffolding, upon which 
the new part is gradually built, be it muscle, skin 
or bone. 
Sometimes nature lays down too much 


granulation tissue, under some abnormal or pro- 
longed irritation, and the scaffolding grows up 
to a height above the level of the surrounding 
structure, and that is proud flesh. 
It seems dif- 


ficult or impossible for skin to grow uphill, so a 
wound or burn in which proud flesh develops 
is slow to heal until the scaffolding is cut back 
to the proper level—which cutting 4s best clone with 
scissors or other instrument in the doctor's hands, 
since granulation tissue has no nerves and 
therefore 
insensitive. 
The 
ancient practice 


burning it down by means of caustics has been dis- 
carded because it was uncleanly and unsatisfac- 
tory besides being no less painful than the present 
method. 


Any wound, no matter how trifling, heals more 


promptly if it be kept at rest. Everybody knows 
how difficult it is to heal a trifling fissure or crack 
in the lip, because it is so difficult to place the 
part at rest. But how few realize that this same 
principle applies to the treatment of wounds of the 
hand, and that splints, slings, casts, bandages and 
other seemingly cumbersome and superfluous sup- 
ports are of value precisely because they afford 
some degree of rest to the wounded part. Xow if 
one can apply to the lip crack a satisfactory col' 
lodion dressing or support it with adhesive plaster 
straps, even just at night the fissure 
will 
heal 


much more rapidly than it will- under any mere 
medicinal application. 
And this same principle 


of physiological rest as an important aid to natural 
healing warrants the internal use of drugs, nar- 
cotics, pills and potions, in many cases of serious 
injury 
or 
inflammation which might terminate 


fatally without the use of drugs and the heroic use 
of them. 
Nature and drugs, intelligently used 


mako a team as powerful for good as "nature uii- 
watched is powerful for evil. 
Rest can be overdone in the treatment of burns 


fractures, injuries or wounds. At a certain stage 
in the healing process it may be necessary to man- 
ipulate, move or use the injured part regularly in 
order to prevent deformity from scar or adhesions 
and here, again must nature be watched by the 
physician, in the welfare of the patient.

It is as the weeds 
which grow up among the wheat and 
choke out the good seed.
